Frank J. Boehm’s counsel, in th: 
deposition hearing in his $3,500,000 
damage suit against Union Elec- 
tric Co. of Missouri, North Ameri- 
can Co. and others, have under- 
taken, as. one phase of their in- 
quiry, to learn whether any bribe 
money was passed in getting a 50- 
year franchise for the Illinois 
Terminal System approved by the 
Board of Aldermen under mys- 
terious circumstances and in great 


haste, in 1928. 

William McClellan, board chair- 
man of Union Electric, who was 
consulting engineer in construc- 
tien of the terminal, subway and 
elevated system of Illinois Ter- 
minal, made possible by the fran- 
chise, said on the witness stand 
yesterday that he had heard of an 
investigation by North American 
of a reported $400,000 “political 
payoff” in connection with the de- 
velopment, but that he knew noth- 
ing about either this inquiry or 
the alleged payoff. 

Introduced in the Board of 
Aldermen April 27, 1928, the 
lengthy franchise ordinance was 

in special session, July 13, 
1928, with the Aldermen called 
back from vacation by Mayor Vic- 
ter J. Miller. The vote was 24 to 
2, in the face of much opposition 
from North Side civic interests. 
Miller signed the bill 17 days later. 


Relentless Pressure. 

There was an amazing chain of 
events between introduction and 
passage of the franchise. Develop- 
ments came so fast that some- 
times the Aldermen were bewil- 
dered, and it was apparent when 
they acted finally that they had 
no clear notion whether the city’s 
interests were being safeguarded 
properly. Pressure by representa- 


tives of the Illinois Terminal Sys-: 


tem, which was owned by the 
North American Co., Samuel In- 
aull and the Studebaker interests, 
was relentless. 

The Aldermanic Public Utilities 
Committee within two months 
successively approved the bill, re- 
fused to approve it, asked for 
more time, then approved it again 
when a company spokesman 
threatened to withdraw the appli- 
cation if action was not taken at 
once. 

At one time the measure 
reached the board floor but was 
recommitted, with the intention of 
taking it up again the following 
autumn. It was not altered ap- 
preciably, but Mayor Miller, who 
retired in 19383 and was last heard 
of in Kansas City, pressing the 
Aldermen for a decision, called 
the special session. Appointive 
subordinates of the Mayor repeat- 
edly reassured the Aldermen that 
the public welfare was safeguard- 
ed as far as legally possible. 

Opposed by Business Men, 

The Board of Public Service, 
consisting of five principal ap- 
pointees of the Mayor, quickly ap- 
proved the franchise proposal, ap-

day. 

More than 100 enemy planes 
attempted to stop the raiders, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s communique 
said today. Eighteen of the Japa- 
nese planes were knocked down 
for sure and probably 15 more. 
Allied losses were 10 fighters, one 
dive bomber destroyed by anti- 
aircraft and one torpedo plane. 

Besides the three ships which 
were seen to blow apart and sink, 
two others were left burning and 
probably sinking and three more 
were seriously damaged, the com- 
munique said. Some returning 
pilots expressed belief six ships 
were sunk, 

Raiders From Bougainville. 

Making their attack at low 
Jevel, the Allied planes, dropping 
1000- and 2000-pound bombs, hit 
every cargo vessel in the harbor. 
The planes came from fields re- 
cently completed at Bougainville 
in the Solomons, and pilots de- 
scribed the assault as the most 
devastating air blow ever made 
by land-based planes on shipping 
at the enemy’s big base. (This is 
the first reported use of 2000- 
pound bombs by South Pacific 
bombers.) 

(Japanese imperial headquarters’ 
version of the raid, as reported by 
Tokyo radio, said about 200 
American planes came over Ra- 
baul and 102 of them were shot 
down, but that the raiders sank 
two vessels.) 

Three Japanese destroyers which 
circled crazily in evasive maneu- 
vers were not attacked, and the 
Allied airmen were unable to get 
to four other merchantmen sight- 
ed in Keravia harbor to the south. 
Antiaircraft guns mounted on 
barges spaced at the mouth of 
Simpson harbor added to the haz- 
ards of the attack, the seventeenth 
of the month on Rabaul. 

Allied air raids on Rabaul har- 
bor and airfields since Jan, 1 have 
cost the Japanese 152 planes shot 
down with 42 more probables, and 
11 merchant vessels sunk or left 
in a sinking condition, against the 
loss of 32 Allied planes. 

Japs Show Power. 

The vigor of enemy interception 
Monday, however, drew a head- 
quarters spokesman’s comment 
that “we can’t be lulled into the 
false sense of security that the 
Jap is deteriorating.” 

In round numbers, the enemy 
put up approximately a third more 
fighters than the Allies had in 
the air Monday at Rabaul.

Capture of the line would prac- 
tically isolate the Germans hold- 
ing positions east of the Moscow- 
Leningrad railway and also those 
east of Krasnogvardeisk (former- 
ly Gatchina), a junction of the 
Leningrad-Pskov and Reval-Vo- 
logda railroads. 

Reds Pour Through Breach. 

The Russians wefe driving te- 
ward the line from captured Kras- 
noye Selo or “red village,” 15 miles 
southwest of Leningrad, and from 
Ropshcha, seven miles west of the

The Reds already had captured 
many of the specially designed 
long-range guns which inflicted 
death and destruction on the for- 
mer Czarist capital and Russia's 
second city in a siege of more than 
two years.

The idea is to get the preinduc- 
tion physical examination out of 
the way first, and determine 
whether the man is fit for service, 
before considering an appeal which 
a civilian may make within 10 
days after being classified 1-A.

Butler attached to the report a 
20-page itemization stating the 
figures were gleaned from Gov- 
ernment departments, official re- 
ports and letters, and congres- 
sional testimony, and described 
the findings as “a complete refu- 
tation” of administration denials 
of his earlier estimates that vari- 
ous forms of American aid to 
Latin America topped six billion 
dollars, 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 

nessee, chairman of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, recent- 
ly countered Butler's original i 
timate with administration fi 
putting total outlays at $1,48 373,- 
000, and described Butler as 
“about 95 per cent wrong” in his 
figures. 
“95.5 Per Cent Right.” 
“IT was not ‘95 per cent wrong 
and 5 per cent right’ but 95.5 per 
cent right and 4.5 per cent 
wrong,” Butler said today in a 
prepared address. “That is as 
near right as any mortal could 
hope to be in checking New Deal 
expenditures.” 

He said the $5,733,953,543 repre 
sented total war and nonwar out- 
lays and obligations in South and 
Central American republics, ex- 
clusive of the United States pos- 
sessions—the Canal ‘Zone, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands — 
where, he added, another $662,806,- 
970 was expended in fiscal 1942, 
1943 and 1944. The figures, he 
said, were independently audited. 
“That total of $6,306,760,504 is 
only the documented, certified to- 
tal,” he said, “That is the amount 
we can be absolutely sure of. 
“How much more there is no 
one can say .... The sums of 
money for which no public ac- 
counting is made are too vast. 
The technique of concealment is 
too well developed, The dark art 
of financial double-talk has been 
too well mastered... .” 
Repeats Charges of Waste. 

Butler toured 22 Latin American 
republics last year, 
Repeating his earlier charges of 
“boondoggling” and “waste,” the 
Freshman Senator said only a 
congressional inquiry could deter- 
mine which expenditures were

which would fix July 1, 1945, as 
the final date for renegotiating 
war contracts, 

Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, announced the amendments, 
essentially the same as those al- 
ready approved by the House, 
would be called up for Senate con- 
sideration tomorrow. All other 
sections of the revenue bill already 
have been acted on. 

One amendment would author- 
ize the War Price Adjustment 
Board to review the cases of dis- 
satisfied contractors, who also 
would have the right to appeal to 
the Court of Claims. - 

Contracts aggregating less than 
$500,000 a year would not be sub- 
ject to renegotiation. The present 
minimum is $100,000, 

In another development which 
helped clear the way for a final 
vote on the bill, Senator Overton, 
(Dem.), Louisiana, announced yes- 
terday he had abandoned his plan 
to press for a heavy graduated tax 
on liquor held tax-free in bonded 
warehouses longer than four 
years, At present spirits may be 
kept under bond as long as eight 
years before payment of the tax 
is required,

And Air Clean Next 8 Weeks Calls 
For Co-operation by Coal Users 


Outlook Good for Winning Fight, Barring 
Exceptional Cold, but Citizens Must Accept 
Mine-Run Fuel, if Necessary, and Skimp.

ILL St. Louisans get coal enough to keep warm the remainder 
Will they have to submit to smoke in order 
With only eight weeks to go till the end of the heat- 


ing season and till tae end of the fourth year of smoke control, is 
St. Louis wirning or losing its fight to keep its homes warm and its 


air clean at the same time? 
Wintertime St. Louis, up to 
four years ago, was a place of 
shadew and soot, “dirtiest city in 
America,” “throat doctors’ para- 
dise.” Its people inhaled 28 pounds 
of gritty, irritating, throat-and- 
lung-injuring smoke apiece in the 
course of a winter, and paid alto- 
gether a toll of 19 million dollars 


a year in extra living costs—wall- 
paper, laundry, lights, paint, and 
other items—to smoke. 

Evergreens would not grow in 
the foul air, and flowers withered; 
Missouri Botanical Gardens, seek- 
ing fresh air, had to acquire a lo- 
cation for an arboretum 35 miles 
to the southwest, where the grow- 
ing plants had 188 more hours of 
sunshine a year than in St. Louis. 
Froff 160,000 chimneys, smoke 
belched, the noxious, acrid fumes 
of cheap, smoky Illinois coal, 
shutting out the  health-giving 
rays of the sun. 

St. Louisans who have come out 
of the plague of smoke don’t want 
to go back to it, and certainly 
they don’t want their children to 
have to suffer from it again, 


Crucial Test For City. 

There is every indication that 
they are not going to have to go 
back to it. This winter has 
brought a crucial test of the 
smoke control ordinance, and if it 
had not been for the devoted 
work of the men who fight for it 
day in and day out, the ordinance 
would have gone down, By di- 
rectives of the Solid Fuels Ad- 
ministration, St. Louls was de 
prived of 25 per cent of its smoke- 
less fue] supply from the East, and 
all of the 250,000 tons of coke 
ordinarily consumed here was re- 
quired for steel and aluminum 
manufacture. By the present time. 
the deficiency in coal alone has 
reached 150,000 tons. 

That’s a lot of coal, the equiva- 
lent of about a month’s supply of 
smokeless fuel. That St. Louis 
has been able to get by at all 
despite so large a deprivation is 
due in the main to the unremit- 
ting efforts of the small group of 
men who have put their shoulders 
to the coal car and seen to it that 
smokeless coal kept coming into 
St Louis: Mayor Kaufmann, 
Smoke Commissioner Robert M. 
Boyles; the chairman of the Smoke 
Elimination Committee, James L. 
Ford Jr., and the Chairman of 
the Cjtizens’ Wartime Fuel Com- 
mittee, Roscoe C. Hobbs, 


Supply From Arkansas. 

A large part of the running 
shortage—not to count the ac- 
cumulated deficiency—is expected 
to be made up by the opening of 
two new strip mines in Arkansas 
to supply this city exclu ‘vely. Op- 
erators of the two new mines 
promised mine-run coal] at the rate 
of 35,000 tons a month (or as much 
again as Arkansas producers were 
already supplying to St. Louis at 
peak shipment) starting by Jan. 
1. An eight-inch snow and boggy 
roads have held up the operations 
but the first carloads of coal from 
the new mine. are scheduled to 
arrive next week and it is ex- 
pected the supply will be moving 
in at the promised rate before the 
end of the month. 

Meanwhilé, St. Louis has not 
been as badly off in the nation- 
wide fuel shortage as some othcr 
cities. At the worst, there were 
only 300 emergency applications 
for coal here at any one time, and 
all were filled. Philadelphia re 
ported as many as 15,000 homes 
without coal] at one time, and in 
New York 617 apartment buildings 
were in want of fuel. 


Some Pinching Likely. 

Barring an exceptidnally cold 
spel, the Mayor and his advisers 
expect we will be able to scrape 
by till warm weather, not without 
some sacrifices and some pinch- 
ing, but without any actual dis- 
comfort. This view presupposes 
that the Solid Fuels Administra- 
tion will do better by St. Louis in 
the next two months than it has 
done in the past, restoring the 25 
per cent of the Eastern supply 
that has been taken away, o1 at 
Jeast a part of it. 

But whatever happens, this 
much is certain: St. Louisans 
will have to help by accepting 

mine-run coal when it is all that 
is available, instead of expecting 
sized coal as usual; and the 
will have to burn coal provi- 
dently. 

Now, just as it is characteris- 
tic of St. Louisangs to like rich 
pastries, to enjoy sitting out-of-, 
doors and listening to band music, 
and to take comfort in wearing 
earmuffs when the weather is bit- 
ing, so it is characteristic of St. 
Louisans to like their coal in big 
pieces. They like lump better 
than egg, egg better than nut, and 
anything better than that pulver- 
ized, dusty coal known broadly 
as slack. 

However, there are varying 
amounts of siack along with the 
lumps in_run-of-the-mine coal 
(which is coal in sizes just as it 
comes from the mine) and St. 
Louisans are simply going to have 
. to become reconciled to (a) burn- 
ing run-of-mine coal a good deal, 
or (b) being coolish a good deal. 

Other cities are making out well 
enough with it, and St. Louis, 
which weathered one fuel short- 
age on mine-run during the first 
World War, can, it is confidently 
believed, do so again. Chicago 
uses, and has used for some years, 
mine-run for three-fourths of its 
domestic coal supply. Kansas 


leredited to } 


past two or three months by mak- 
ing use of mine-run coal. 

Unfortunately, just as St. Louis- 
ans were having to become ad- 
justed to the use of mine-run this 
time, some mine-run that cannot 
be burned was brought in, from 
one mine in Arkansas and one 
in Pennsylvania, 10,000 tons of it. 
A good deal of this coal was sold 
to industry (it is useful for mak- 
ing briquettes) and sales have 
been made to something like 500 
domestic consumers. 

To protect consumers from fur- 
ther sales of these domestically 
useless coals, the city government 
has taken several steps. 

First, it has removed the of- 
fending mines, No. A593 of the 
Arkansas Coal Co., of Hartman, 
Ark., and No. P2371 of the Con- 
bro Coal Co., of Winber, Pa. 
from the approved list of pro- 
ducers permitted to supply coal to 
St. Louis, and has informed the 
companies that they will not be 
permitted to ship any more coal 
here from these mines, (The re- 
moval order does not affect sized 
coal from other mineg of the Ar- 
kansas Coal Co., which is still on 
the approved list.) 

Second, it has instructed coal 
dealers not to sell any more of 
these coals to domestic consumers, 
and to inform the Smoke Com- 
missioner’s office whether they 
have any more of the coals on 
hand and, if so, in what amounts. 

So far as the consumers who 
have already bought the non- 
burning coals are concerned, the 
opinion of the Smoke Commis- 
sioner’s office is that, unless 
dealers who have sold these coals 
are willing to make refunds or 
to supply useful coal instead, the 
purchasers can protect themselves 
by proceeding against the dealers 
in justice of the peace courts 
on charges of fraud and misrepre- 
sentation. 

Mayor Kaufmann has an- 
nounced that purchasers who are 
financially unable to seek redress 
at law may apply to the city’s 
legal aid bureau for assistance. 

Protective Requirements, 

Consumers who buy mine-run 
coal from now on can protect 
themselves from buying unburn- 
able coal by looking at the sales 
slip which the seller is required |, ., 
to deliver to them along with the 
order. The sales slip bears the 
number of the mine from which 
the coal came. If the seller does 
not present a sales slip, the buyer 
has a right to demand it. If the 
sales slip bears either of the dis- 
approved numbers, A593 or P2371, 
the customer would be well ad- 
vised to reject it. 

As a further precaution against 
repetition of the experience—first, 
in the city’s history—with coal* 
that will not burn, the city govern- 
ment is now requiring that all 
new producers of coal for the St. 
Louis market file with it an 
analysis of the fuel and submit 
samples which will be tested for 
combustibility. Heretofore, the 
city has checked only on the vola- 
tile matter and ash of coals, 

How to Burn Fine Coal. 

Contrary to a widely-held opin- 
ion, fine coal does not burn more 
rapidly than coal in lumps. It 
burns much less rapidly... This is 
because the rate of burning is 
governed entirely by the draft, 
and it is much easier for air to 
pass through a bed of lump coal 
than through a bed of fine coal. 
If, however, fine coal is deposited 
carefully, in a cone, with plenty 
of red-burning coals left around 
it, it will fuse together, and 
‘from then on it will burn exactly 
as a lump burns after it has been 
in the furnace a few minutes. 

Mine-run Coal can be burned as 
easily as any other coal, the 
experts say, if the user will only 
remember to fire the fine coal in 
a cone surrounded by burning 
coals, and to use the lumps for 
starting fires instead of burning 
them all at the outset and being 
left with nothing but fine coal. 
A good draft will reduce clinkers 
to a minimum. 

With help from good mine-run 
coal, the authorities’ unanimous 
opinion is that the questions about 
what will happen in St. Louis this 
winter are answerable as follows:

Constitutional Proposal 
Would Avoid Effect of 
National Poll on State 
Election.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 20.— 
A recommendation to the Consti- 
tutional Convention for the elec- 
tion of Governor in by-election 
years to avoid the influence of 
national political landslides and to 
attempt to make the selection re- 
sponsive to local State issues, was 
agreed upon by the Convention 
Committee on the Executive De- 
partment. late yesterday. 

This, accompanying the previous 
agreement for a cabinet form of 
State government, is generally con- 
sidered a most important pro- 
gressive step. With very few ex- 
ceptions, the election of State of- 
ficials in Missouri has been con- 
trolled by the national trend and 
national issues. 

The action was taken over a 
peculiar protest by Delegate John 
T. Opie of Kansas City, a mem- 
ber of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, who, ignoring the political 
history of the State, contended the 
Republicans never had carried 
Missouri in the by-elections and 
that the adoption of such a pro- 
vision would be a polisions dis- 
crimination. 

“T think I know the temper of 
the Republican organization,” Opie 
said, “and I feel sure of my 
ground when I say that it will 
oppose the adoption of the Con- 
stitution if this provision is in- 
cluded.” 

Partisanship Injected. 

Opie’s position, marking the first 
time political partisanship has 
been injected into the convention 
proceedings, caused protests from 
Republican delegates as well as 
Democratic, and he backed up to 
the extent of saying that he was 
speaking as a delegate and not as 
a member of the Republican or- 
ganization, but he stood by the 
assertion that the proposal would 
meet organized opposition. 

Under the plan agreed upon by 
the committee, the first Governor 
to be elected after the adoption 
of the new Constitution, if it is 
adopted, will be chosen for two 
years and will then be eligible for 
re-election for a four-year term. 
After that Governors will be cho- 
sen for four years. The commit- 
tee still has under consideration 
a question whether to recommend 
a change in the long-standing Mis- 
souri policy of making Governors 

eligible for re-election. 

a addition to the Governor, the 
Lieutenant-Governor would be 
chosen in the by-elections. The 
Secretary of State, who also would 
have the duties of Auditor, would 
be elected in the presidential year, 
the committee taking the position 
that the selection of Auditor 
should not be in any way con- 
trolled by the Governorship elec- 
tion and that the Secretary of 
State-Auditor’s term should not 
be concurrent with that of the 
Governor. . 

Students of government long 
have advocated the plan recom- 
mended by the committee, almost 
every election having demon- 
strated that national issues and 
prejudices growing out of the na- 
tional campaign controlled the 
election of State officials, 

Exceptions to Rule. 

Only twice in the 10 presidential- 
year elections since Missouri 
ceased to be a solid Democratic 
state has the Governo> elected 
been of a different political party 
from that of the presidential can- 
didate who carried the State. In 
1904 Joseph W. Folk (Dem.), was 
elected, while Theodore Roose- 
velt (Rep.), won the State for 
President. Even then all the rest 
of the Republican State ticket won. 
In 1940 Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 
(Rep.), scraped through by a bare 
36138 majority, while Franklin D. 
Roosevelt (Dem.), carried the 
State by 87,467, 

Almost invariably, the majority 
for the Governor was far below 
that of the President in the State, 
sometimes the Governor winning 
by such a small majority that it 
was apparent he would have been 
defeated had it not been for the 
national political situation.

CHICAGO, Jan. 20 (AP).—Two 
witnesses told investigators today 
that a mysterious woman brushed 
past them in the Drake Hotel 
shortly after the shooting of Mrs. 


Frank Starr Williams, wife of an 
attache of the State Department 
in Washington, 

Mrs. Williams, 55 years old, was 
shot in the head by an unidenti- 
fied woman in her apartment in 
the hotel last night, and was re- 
ported to be in serious condition. 

Wilbert Crowley, First Assistant 
State’s Attorney, declared “it ap- 
pears to be a revenge shooting. 
We have learned Mrs, Williams 
had some enemies.” 

C. P. Brewster of Lancaster, Pa., 
sales manager of the K-D Manu- 
facturing Co. and Stanley A. 
Cook, Chicago representative of 
the firm, told their stories at the 
State’s Attorney’s office. 

Brewster, who had a room on 
the same floor as Mrs, Williams’ 
suite, said he and Cook were go- 
ing down to dinner when. they 
heard gunfire. A woman rushed 
past them, Brewster related, but 
he couldn’t see her face as she 
hurried down the hall. 

Cook reported the woman was 5 
feet 2 or 3 inches tall, weighed 
about 130 pounds, wore a short 
Persian lamb coat or jacket and 
had a red decoration on her hat, 

Brewster recalled that Mrs. Pa- 
tricla-Goodbody, 28, daughter of 
Mrs, Williams, appeared in the 
hall and cried: “My mother’s been 
shot.” Mrs. Goodbody said shots 
also wesp fired at her, but she was 
unharmed. 

Police said that members of 
Mrs. Williams’ family, including 
her first husband, Edgar R. Born, 
wholesale clothing company exec- 
utive, and a second daughter, in- 
sisted they knew of no one who 
would want to harm her. Wil- 
liams, commercial attache of the 
United States embassy in Tokyo 
from 1933 to 1942, arrived in 
Chicago from Washington early 
today. 

Shortly after Mrs. Williams and 
her daughter returned to their 
apartment last night, a woman, 
about 45 years old, emerged from 
behind a bathroom door 
pointed a pistol at Mrs. Good- 
body. 

“IT became petrified,” Mrs. Good- 
body told police, “I ducked, cov- 
ering my face with my hands, 
Then she fired. The bullet hit 
near me.” 

The assailant then ran into the 
living room and fired two shots 
at Mrs. Williams.

7000 More Died in Plant Accidents | 
Than of Battle Wounds Up to Jan. 1 


Injuries Also Caused Loss of 4 Times as Many 
Man-Hours as Strikes, OWI Report Shows 
—Safety Program Lagging. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP). 

—Wartime industrial accidents 
killed 7000 more persons than 
battle wounds up to Jan, 1. 

Workingmen’s injuries since 
Pearl Harbor are responsible for 
the loss of four times as many 
man-hours of production as 
strikes. 

The damage and destruction of 
equipment in workers’ accidents 
“far exceeds the value of Amer- 
cargoes that have been

The Office of War Information, 
in presenting these figures today, 
declared accidents in war plants 
are “a major production and man- 
| power problem,” with the wartime 
safety program lagging far be- 
hind the needs of expanded pro- 
duction lines. 

Under the tight delivery prob- 
lem exacted by the war, OWI said 
it is literally true that “the death 
or disability of a skilled war 
worker here can mean the death 
of several fighting men overseas.” 

OWI quoted Verne A. Zimmer, 
Labor Department Director of 
Labor Standards, as declaring 
that “a majority of the nation’s 
100,000 war plants are operating 
without realistic and effective 
safety programs.” 

In only two respects does the 
industrial accident picture appear 
in favorable light, OWI said. 

1. Deaths are only two-thirds 


from on-the- 


as frequent, in proportion to the 
number of workers, as in the last 
war. 

2. The loss in dead and injured 
would have been “incalculably 
worse” had not the war brought 
about the most rapid adoption of 
safety measures in industrial his- 
tory. 

In hundreds of plants a determi- 
nation to hold down accidents has 
brought about a rate which OWI 
described ag “almost the irreduci- 
ble minimum” of one to five acci-' 
dents per million man-hours. Over 
the whole country, however, the 
manufacturing industries have an 
accident-frequency rate of 20 per) 
million man-hours—which means) 
20 workers killed or injured for 
every 500 employed. The mining, |

Besides the physical loss to 
workers themselves, occupational |

GREEN AND LEWIS 
MEET SEGRETLY 
~ AFTER YEARS 


cS Yet a Reconciliation, 
but Concerns Plea of 
Former CIO Head to 
Re-enter AFL.

MIAMI, Fia., Jan. 20 (AP).— 
After an eight-year estrangement, 
John L. Lewis and AFL President 
‘William Green have met secretly 
on the question of readmitting 
Lewis’ United Mine Workers to 
the AFL, it is disclosed today. 

Green and Lewis parted com- 
pany when Lewis founded the CIO 
in 1935. The break was confirmed 


a year or so later when Lewis had 


Green expelled from the Miners’ 
union. 

The ultimate results, and the 
details, of their meeting remain 
to be disclosed. It cannot be 
‘called a reconciliation, at least 
* yet. Green refuses to discuss 

This much is known: The meet- 
ing was held in Washington re- 
cently, strictly on an off-the 
record basis. The conference was 
not sought by Green. It was pro- 
posed either by Lewis or by an 
AFL intermediary who was inter- 
ested in expediting the return of 
Lewis to the Federation. It is 
but one evidence of great pres- 
sure being brought to bear in 
Lewis’ favor, not only by his 
friends on the AFL executive coun- 
cil, but by leaders of AFL unions, 

One evidence of such pressure 
is a letter sent to council mem- 
bers by an officer of the AFL 
United Automobile Workers, who 
said that many members of the 
CIO Automobile Workers, the 
world’s largest union, held Lewis 
in great respect and that his re- 
turn to the AFL would start an 
AFL movement among that union 
which has more than a million 
members, 

Lewis can get back into the 
Federation overnight on the Fed- 
eration’s terms. The only ques 
tion is whether he goes back on 
his own terms. These : “Take 
me as I am; I take yOu as you 
are.” That means that the juris- 
dictional issues of the UMW Dis- 
trict 50 would be negotiated only 
after Lewis was readmitted and 
became a party to the negotia- 
tions.

We might as well face 
it; that is what they will demand. 
It may be five years from now; it 
may be 10 years hence, but it will 
happen. 

“What then? Will the American 
people be so fortunate to find 
another man as great, as demo- 
cratic-minded, as Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to lead them through 
the crisis? Or will the ‘man on 
the horse,’ the ‘man with the iron 
fist,’ seize control?’ 


Vital Postwar Factors. 


The committee he is appoint- 
ing, Rayburn said, will draw into 
one common pool information on 
these vital postwar factors: 


1. Conversion speeds, unemploy- 
ment, and rate of re-employment. 


2. Allocation of materials; selec- 
tion of categories to which critical 
materials should go first. 

3. Public works, Federal, State 
and local. 

4. New fields of enterprise; the 
speed at which they can be put in 
operation; and their labor-absorb- 
ing quotient. 

5. Resumption of foreign trade; 
the possibility of new world mar- 
kets; co-ordination with the re- 
habilitation efforts of the United 
Nations. 

6. The release of surplus war 
commodities by the Government; 
the channeling of their sale to 
minimize the economic impact, 
while protecting the public inter- 
est. 

7. Examination of Federal stat- 
utes to learn which will retard, 
and which will aid successful post- 
war conversion. 

“It should be the goal of the 
Federal Government, co-operating 
with state and local units,” he 
said, “to make possible the 
achievement of maximum private 
employment producing the most 
useful things in the shortest pe- 
riod of time.

Although he sketched the de- 
tails for the conference, Cowden 
said a final decision would be left 
to either the International Co-op- 
erative Alliance or the Interna- 
tional Co-operative Wholesale So- 
ciety, both with headquarters in 
London. 

The two-day conference, attend- 
ed by representatives of 20 na- 
tions, is considering plans to make 
existing co-operative distributive

Sir Arthur Salter,.senior direc- 
tor-general, told the gathering last 
night that the spirit, tradition and 
outlook of co-operatives was in

F you ever heard a dive bomb- 

ing by our A-36 Invader planes, 

you'd never forget it. 

Even in normal] flight this plane 
makes a sort of screaming noise, 
and when that is multiplied many- 
fold by the velocity of the dive, 
you can hear the wail for miles. 


On the ground it sounds as 


though they are coming directly 
down upon you. It is a horrifying 
thing. The German Stuka could 
never touch them for sheer fright- 
fulness of sound. 

Also, the Stuka has always dived 
at an angle. But these planes 
come literally straight down. If 
you look up and see one a mile 
above you, you can’t tel] where it’s 
headed.

A large 
slice of this has gone to the farm- 
er for bacon, wheat, cheese and 
butter. 

Many Turn to Hog Raising. 

A high initial price for pork set 
in the 1941 bacon contract, sent 
farmers scurrying into the hog 
business. Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta increased pig 
numbers more than 400 per cent 
from 1938 to 1943. Throughout the 
Dominion, production soared in 
less than five years from 3,487,000 
to 8,148,000.

To Bar Undue War Profits 


It was my privilege to serve in the Army 
two years during the World War, a year of 
it through all the hard, bitter fighting in 
France. When I came back, I was shocked 
to find that my country, for which I had 
fought and offered my life, had allowed 23,- 
000 millionaires to be created and thousands 
of others to make tremendous fortunes out 
of the war effort. 


This opinion, expressed by Representative 
Francis Case of South Dakota at a recent House 
committee hearing, was shared by the majority 
of returning soldiers after World War I, and 
the majority of civilians as well. It wags the 
prevailing sentiment, indorsed by the President 
himself, as the country began the defense pro- 
gram that preceded the present war. This was 
the principle applied in tax legislation, and in 
passage of the renegotiation law, in April, 1942, 
when it became clear that even high taxes could 
not absorb all the exorbitant profits that would 
be piled up under some war contracts. 

These were the contracts made hastily, under 
the spur of emergency, when neither the con- 
tractor nor the Government knew exactly what 
‘the cost of a given article would be. In the 
case of other contracts, quantity production, im- 
proved industrial methods and increased labor 
efficiency made possible great savings from the 
first estimates of costs. So adjustment boards 
began reviewing contracts, negotiating new terms 
that would allow fair but not undue profits to 
manufacturers and arranging for cash refunds 
or price adjustments. 

Some five and one-half billion dollars have been 
collected or saved by this means, and 30 per cent 
of this huge amount is a net saving, for this 
percentage would have escaped taxation. 

Business, on the whole, has co-operated willing- 
ly with the program. The Sperry Corporation, 
for instance, calls renegotiation “the only means 
yet developed to prevent unreasonable profits 
on war business.” Only a minority, estimated by 
Under Secretary of War Patterson as less than 
2 per cent of contractors, has opposed the plan. 

Yet this minority’ is so determined and so 
potent that it has succeeded in getting amend- 
ments before Congress that would seriously im- 
pair, if not actually wreck, the renegotiation 
process. These provisions, attached to the tax 
bill, are branded by Randolph Paul, Treasury 
counsel, ag “a measure for relief of war profiteers 
and others.” Secretary Morgenthau says that the 
refunds made possible by the amendments “open 
the way to truly extortionate profits” and. “hold 
the seeds of a national scandal.” 

On the surface, the amendments seem plausible. 
One would remove from renegotiation all con- 
tracts for “standard commercial articles,” as dis- 
tinguished from special war equipment. Prices 
on standard goods are known and stabilized, the 
special pleaders say. They dodge the fact that 
many such items are now being made on a 
mass-production scale never attempted before, 
with the resultant increase in profit. 

Another amendment would exempt sub-con- 
tractors for goods which do not become com- 
ponent parts of the finished products, and would 
provide for retroactive refunds on such goods 
whose prices have already been renegotiated. This 
would exempt such important and profitable 
fields as the machine-tool industry and building 
equipment, and would mean refunds of billions. 

Advocates of these amendments assert they 
must have high profits in order to gather funds 
for reconversion and a possible postwar slump, 
There are several answers to this. Many con- 
cerns are making more money, even after taxes 
and renegotiation, than they made in peacetime, 
often by the aid of large Government investments 
in their plants. Also, the tax laws provide for 
postwar refunds on excess-profits taxes if needed 
for reconversion. Reserves of virtually all indus- 
tries have shown large wartime increases. 

The minority trying to whittle down the re- 
negotiation law have been warned, by observers 
of varied political coloration, of the bad effect 
of their course on the good name of business, 
David Lawrence says that, if successful, they 
will find “they have supplied opponents of the 
American free enterprise system with considerable 
ammunition for political attack.” 

The majority of business men do not want to 
make huge profits from the war. Many have 
voluntarily made refunds, or offered their con- 
tracts for revision. But if the minority suc- 
ceeds, all business will incur the stigma of greed 
for war profits, The men who are risking their 
lives as their part of the war effort will have 
plenty to say about that when they return. 

It is up to Congress to hold the line against 
this effort to open the door to huge wartime 
profits by weakening th@ renegotiation law. 
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Ickes says he doesn’t relish having his name 
connected with anything as bizarre as the affair 
of the “Hopkins letter,” but he’s bound to admit 
that the whole thing sounds a little icky. 
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Another Protest to Franco 


If there is an endurance prize for diplomatic 
patience, probably Bngland and America would 
win it hands down with the exhibit of their 
attitude toward Spain's maintenance of soldiers 
fighting on Hitler’s side in Russia. It is almost 
four months now since Sir Samuel Hoare, the 
British Ambassador in Madrid, was reported to 
have taken a stern attitude on this subject. Ap- 
parently that got no results, for now Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden announces that Sir 
Samuel had been ordered to make “further strong 
representations” about it. As to what our own 
Government has done, if anything, news dis- 
patches have been silent, 

Some gestures were made by Franco toward 
recalling his Blue Division, or what was left of 
it, from the Russian front. At the same time, its 
remaining members received letters from the 
Caudillo expressing the wish that they join the 
German Army, and some of them have been re- 
ported back in action in Russia. Others were 
photographed in Berlin, being feted and deco- 
rated by the Nazis. Franco is simply playing 
both ends against the middle by trying to placate 
the Allies and helping Hitler at the same time. 

As to what Russia thinks about this, little 
has been heard, It is easy to guess, however, 
by imagining what the sentiment would be in 
this country if some of Franco’s soldiers had 
turned up among the Jap forces in, say, Tarawa, 
Certainly a decisive stand toward Spain now by 
Britain and America will help quiet some of 


those Russian suspicions which still seem to be 
troubling the waters.. In any event, it is impor- 
tant to have a real showdown with that master 
of deception, Franco. 
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The Tide Still Runs 


The trend toward the Republican party was 
again marked in the special election Tuesday in 
the Second Pennsylvania Congressional District, 
where the Democrats lost a seat they had held 
for many years. This, with other recent indica- 
tions of the shift in the political allegiance of 
the people, should cause sober reflection by all 
who have Republican leanings, for any increase 
in their party’s power in these times carries with 
it momentous responsibilities. 

Although the Democrats still have control of 
the House, the margin has dropped steadily since 
the 1942 election when the first major mani- 
festation of the turn away from them left them 
with a majority of only 13 over the Republicans. 
Now that margin is only eight, and there are five 
vacancies, four of them in districts which have 
been represented by Democrats. One of the dis- 
tricts, the Nineteenth Illinois, is virtually certain 
to send back a Republican to succeed the late 


Representative William H. Wheat. The Repub- . 


licans confidently predict they will gain two of 
the other four vacancies—one in Oklahoma and 
one in Colorado, 

It is true the vote was light in the Pennsy]l- 
vania special election. This, however, does not 
lend substance to the Democratic attempt to 
pass it off as meaningless. What happened in 
Pennsylvania must be viewed in the light of the 
trend clearly disclosed in virtually all state and 
national elections, special and regular, since 1942. 

Missouri provided a significant indicator early 
in 1943 when the Sixth District, at a special 
election, practically doubled the majority by 
which it had elected a Republican in 1942. 

The off-year elections in a few states last 
November gave the Democrats an additional jolt. 
The Republicans elected Governors in New Jer- 
sey and Kentucky, giving them a total of 26 of 
the 48 Governors, and a Lieutenant Governor in 
New York. As the states administer the elec- 
tion machinery, the party in control of a state 
government has a distinct advantage. 

Democratic leadership still puts great faith in 
the magic of the Roosevelt name. In none of the 
special and off-year elections hag Roosevelt been 
on the ticket. Whether or not his candidacy 
this year, if he runs for a fourth term, will 
stem the Republican tide remains to be seen. 
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A Setback for Price Controls 


The farm bloc won and the people lost when 
the Senate Banking Committee yesterday voted 
against the administration’s request for a billion- 
and-a-half-dollar fund for payments to control 
food prices, Another winner in the committee 
vote was the forces of inflation, for it has been 
shown-by actual test that this plan, usually 
called the subsidy plan, actually does keep prices 
down, while allowing producers a fair return. 

The committee vote of 10 to 9 indicates that 
when this issue gets on the Senate floor, the con- 
sumer will still have a chance to obtain the 
necessary protection of price controls on food, 
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Feats of the Bushmasters

Mr. Roosevelt’s Smart Politics

ment, he has saved himself from the charge of coddling labor.

With a single stroke, President Roose- 
velt has reversed completely his political 


‘ technique and placed a hostile Congress 


very much on the spot. 

No better barometer of what is ahead 
for Americans in 1944 could possibly be 
imagined than the theme of his messages 
to Congress, which served notice that from 
now on, election year or not, the White 
House will be tough, 

The Commander-in-Chief knows the 
plans. In the impending shadow of tragic 
casualty lists, he doubtless has ideas and 
ideals of his own on how the nation’s 
leader should ‘comport himself. But, as 
perhaps the keenest politician in the 
nation’s history,“he also instinctively senses 
how the voters will want him to comport 
himself, once the invasion is under way. 


In a Canny Position 


It will be a year of “blood, sweat and 
tears,” and the President is acting accord- 
ingly. Already he has violated every 
axiom of orthodox election-year politics. 
He is demanding higher taxes. He is 
threatening labor with drastic action if it 
talks strike. He is bucking the farm bloc 
and is ready to fight it to any extent nec- 
essary to hold the price-line. He is asking 
Congress for a law to place every adult 
American under threat of a “draft” by 
election day. Does all this mean he has 
decided not to run for a fourth term? 

To the contrary. In a matter of weeks, 
the political atmosphere of the country 
will change. The era when pressure groups 
could all but capture Congress, or when 
otherwise sensible men could calculate that 
a presidential election could be decided 
by an aggregate of minor personal gripes, 
will fade. Any politician whose appeal for 
support rests on any base but “Win the 
war—quick!” will be lost, 

That was the background of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s sudden change of pace at the Dr.- 
Win-the-War press conference after Te- 
heran. Now even orthodox politicians vio- 
lently opposed to him will admit F. D. R. 
has stolen a march on them; that his new 
hard-boiled keynote of to-hell-with-the- 
home-front-whiners is the canniest possible 
position he could take. ? 

What the President did to Congress in 
these two messages was a post-graduate 
course in the art of politics, 


Now He Can Be Tough 


First, he obliterated the big issue which 
everyone recognized was damaging him 
seriously everywhere—the reputation for 
“coddling labor.” 

Mr, Roosevelt, for the present at least, 
is no longer a labor-coddler, He has now 
gone too far publicly possibly to back down 
in his determination to hold the wage line. 
And the next time anyone on Capitol Hill 
opens his mouth about strikes, he will 
merely say: “Give me the service act I 
asked for and there need be no strikes.” 

It is probable the President knew when 
he penned that message that there would 
be little chance of Congress approving 
such a recommendation, and that he 
would probably get, as a compromise, some 
specific anti-strike measure. But the 
mere proposing of it has taken him off 


his worst political spot. By making this 
point, he paves the way for a veto of any 
anti-strike bill he does not like—a veto in 
a tone indicating that not he, but Congress, 
is “afraid of the cars,” 

He can point out that enactment of a 
“service” bill does not necessarily. mean 
that “everyone would be drafted,” or thata 
vast, unwieldy bureaucratic machinery 
would have to be set up. 


Congress Will Get the Blame 


It simply would mean that if the railroad 
workers or the coal workers gave notice 
of a strike, which they now must do under 
the Smith-Connally Act, he would set ma- 
chinery in motion to “draft” them, so that 
before the strike date it would be no 
longer necessary to “take over the rail- 
roads.” The workers would merely be 
served with little pieces of paper telling 
them that from then on they were work- 
ing for Uncle Sam, and if they did not 
report to such a place at such a time, 
their regular jobs, they would become un- 
patriotic slackers and liable to court- 
martial, or something of the sort. 


From now on, almost anything that goes 
haywire will be on Congress’ doorstep, 
rather than that of the White House. If 
inflation comes, what has Congress done 
with the President’s demand for a “truly 
stiff” fiscal policy? If overseas soldiers 
don’t get to vote, he will have warned 
Congress, and their families may be pretty 
mad about it, 

If subsidies are rejected, and if the cost 
of living rises sharply, the President could 
then grant any wage increases he liked 
and blame resulting dislocation on Congress. 


Particularly potent politically was the 
President's attack on the “grasping blocs.” 


Will Seize the Initiative 


Clearly, he intends as chief executive to 
take and keep the initiative throughout 
the year, not only on war but also do- 
mestic policy, Nothing he is likely to pro- 
pose will please the pressure groups. 


His “we're in a war” keynote is ob 
viously calculated to appeal to soldier 
voters, who are reported generally angry 
about John L. Lewis and kindred issues, 
and to their families. 


When the Union is reminded to take a 
good look at the Republicans behind the 
next G. O. P. candidate, the White House 
is not seriously worried about where most 
labor votes will land, 

Generally missed, too, was the canny 
wedge buried in the budget message to 
split F. D. R.’s rural opposition. By 
shuffling the prices of farm products

“The Return of Opportunity,” Edited by William .

Assuming that business men are a great 
deal better as prognosticators than weather 
prophets—and let us hope they are—the 
postwar era is going to be an epoch of 
milk and honey. This symposium, in which 
150 well-informed leaders set forth their 
theories of the future, includes the butcher, 
the baker and the candlestick maker. All 
agree that the old cash register is in for 
a punching. 

“The Return of Opportunity,” however, 
is quite a bit more than a discussion of 
how to appro&ch a bank teller and lay that 
wallet down. It deals with peace frontiers 
from the standpoint of the scientist as well 
as the economist, and some of the predic- 
tions envisage a world that will rival At- 
lantis,

“Mankind has the habit of rising phoenix- 
like from its own ashes to attain greater 
heights,” says Charles M. A. Stine of the 
du Pont company. “After this war, we 
will have glass that is unbreakable and 
glass that will float, wood that won't burn 
and hosiery derived from air, water and 
coal, Shoes will contain no leather and 
window screens will be made without wire.” 

Stine sees pre-fabricated houses made 
partly of plastics, with stainless roofs that 
will last as long as the houses and require 
no maintenance. “Lighting,” he asserts,

eyes sensitive to outside variations in the 
daylight. Air-conditioning units will filter 
out the pollens of hay fever and asthma.”

SOMETHING SEEMS TO ANNOY MOSCOW. 


'HATEVER its origin or purpose, Pravda’s charge that impor- 
tant British personalities recently met the German Foreign 
Minister in Spain and made some progress toward a sepa- 
rate Anglo-German peace is a defeat for Anglo-American diplomacy. 


This was unquestionably the 
heaviest charge that the Russians 
could make against an ally. if 
they really believed it, they ought 
properly to have made it the oc- 
casion for stern diplomatic pro- 
tests. That instead they printed 
it in Pravda from “trustworthy 
Greek and Yugoslav sources”— 
which no international newspaper 
man would take seriously for 10 
seconds — convinces this writer 
that it is less a reproach than a 
warning, like Pravda’s rebuke to 
Wendell Willkie a couple of weeks 
ago. 

Moscow, it would seem, is an- 
noyed about something and has 
taken a bear’s delicate method of 
showing it, namely, by clouting 
the British on the nose, 


Causes Suggested. 

There may be several causes 
of this annoyance. One of them 
may be the continued absence 
of a second front — though, in 
view of the claims of strategical 
agreement made after the Tehe- 
ran Conference, this seems hardly 
likely. 

Another may be dissatisfaction 
over the Polish situation: irrita- 
tion with London’s continued rec- 
ognition of the Polish Government 
in exile, with the tenor of the 
Polish reply to the Soviet note of- 
fering the Curzon line as a fron- 
tier, with Anglo-Saxon reluctance 
to acknowledge the Soviets’ sole 
supremacy in all of Eastern Eu- 
rope, with unhampered freedom to 
make or unmake whatever gov- 
ernments, to draw or redraw 
whatever frontiers they choose. 

Or again, the Muscovites may 
actually suspect London and 
Washington of nourishing treach- 
erous schemes, and, lacking real 
evidence, have invented some. 

Or finally, the trouble may be

The 
Pravda charge demonstrates that 
agreement on “broad lines” is not 
enough. So long as charges like 
fhis can fly between allies, neither 
the war front nor the. peace front

Now, more than ever, if Amer- 
icans feel that the Russians are 
riding an intolerably lofty horse 
and that their own recent history 
offers material for flaming retort, 
let us bite our tongues.

RISING DEATH RATE INDICATED, 
11 PER 1000 IN HALF OF 1943 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP).— 
An analysis of deaths in the first 
six months of 1943 indicates an 
upward trend inthe national death 


rate, the Public Health Service re- 
ported yesterday. 

The agency said a provisional 
death rate of 11.0 per 1000 popula- 
tion was reported in the first six 
months of 1943. The rate for 1942 
was 10.4 -@r thousand, the lowest 
on record. No explanation of the 
increase was made in the report, 
beyond a note that the meningitis 
epidemic in the early months of 
1943 was the largest since 1914.

IN CANADA DESPITE

monopoly in handling all grains 
for the duration, 

The growers’ suggestions were 
adopted. When wheat reached 
$1.23% last September, the Gov- 
ernment ordered the » Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange closed and the 
wheat board to take over all ex- 
isting unsold stocks at the clos- 
ing prices, 

The producers were notified 
that the board would accept their 
quota of wheat (14 bushels per 
authorized acre) delivered from 
the 1943 and 1944 crops with an 
initial advance of $1.25 a bushel, 
basis No. 1 Fort William. This 
gives the farmer an average price 
of about $1.05 at his local ship- 
ping point. If the Government 
can realize more than the $1.25 on 
sales’ in the United States and 
elsewhere, the growers will get the 
benefit. 

The $1.25 advance is more than 
was asked for by the wheat grow- 
ers, commented William A. Mac- 
Leod, official of the Canadian Co- 
Operative Wheat Producers, Ltd. 
Meantime United States wheat has 
soared beyond $1.70 at Chicago 
but growers here accept the ceil- 
ing as necessary to remove a 
threat to the whole price control 
system. 

Rigid ceiling prices are being 
maintained on barley and oats at 
64% and 61% cents a bushel. re-

‘States. Flat payments of 15 
cents a bushel on barley and 10 
cents on oats are being made by 
the Government to producers to 
compensate in part for their con- 
tribution to the war effort, The 
Government also is subsidizing the 
movement of grain from Western 
to Eastern Canada so the deficit 
areas may buy barley and oats 
for their livestock and poultry at 
the ceiling prices. 

To hold down the prices of 
cheese and butter to the consumer, 
substantial subsidies are being 
paid—10 cents a pound on butter- 
fat for the current three months, 
On April 1 the subsidy rate will 
be cut to 8 cents. Quality pre- 
miums (subsidy) are being paid 
on cheese to benefit consumers 
and on Jan. 12 Minister of Agri- 
culture Gardiner announced a $3 


per head subsidy on A-grade hogs 
‘and $2 for B-grade. These are to 
'encourage a high rate of hog pro- 
duction next year which has been 
threatened by the advance in 
wheat, barley and oats prices. 

The price of bread in Canada is 
being held down by a subsidy to 
flour millers, who pay only 77% 
cents a bushel from the Govern- 
ment’s big store. Milk over much 
of Canada delivers for 10 cents 
‘a quart—the result of the 2-cent 
subsidy to distributors. In 1943, 
the Department of Agriculture es- 
timates that the cost of subsidies 
paid to producers will approxi- 
imate $102,000,000. The figure will 
be higher in 1944,

1943, Dr. Borden 8. Veeder, chap- 
ter chairman, announced yesterday 
at the annual meeting of the or- 
ganization at the Coronado Hotel, 
The chapter, in the year, pro- 
vided aid of various kinds to more 
than 66,000 members of the armed 
forces and their families, Dr. Vee- 
der said. Services included direct 
medical and financial assistance 
to families, obtaining information 
for commanding officers, assisting 
in obtaining compensation, insur- 
ance and other benefits and assist- 
ance in rehabilitating discharged 
soldiers and sailors, 

The chapter’s vocational coun- 
seling and employment service aid- 
ed 3521 persons during the year, 
most of them either veterans or 
members .of families of drafted 
fathers. More than 1,250,000 recre- 
ational and comfort articles were 
distributed to members of the 
armed forces by the Camp and 
Hospital Committee in 1943. Vol- 
unteer workers and others turned 
out 6,804,000 surgical dressings, 
46,014 knitted articles, and 136,558 
sewed articles. 

Junior Red Cross workers here 
made 16,979 garments for the 
armed forces, 11,072 garments for 
refugees, and 130,747 articles of 
various kinds for fighting men 
Gray Ladies, volunteers who en- 
tertain hospitalized men, served a 
total of 8014 hours during the year 
at Jefferson Barracks and Veter- 
ans’ Hospital. 

The training program included 
certification of 904 nurses’ aids, 
17,552 first aid workers, 4521 home 
nurses, 2007 nutrition specialists 
and 2066 life guards.

Are They. Forgeries? 

If the letters to Sparks written 
on Department of Interior station- 
ery are forgeries then they are 
indeed remarkable forgeries. The 
series of six letters, dated from 
Oct. 9 to Nov. 24 of last year, tell 
of the writer's attempts to col- 
laborate with Sparks in obtaining 
the original of the “Hopkins let- 
ters”; what use shall be made of 
it; and:..what damage it will do 
to Willkie and Hopkins. There 
are frequent references to “the 
boss” and “the secretary” as-help- 
ing along the plot. Here is a 
typical paragraph: 

“After I talked to you I dis- 
cussed our matter again with the 
secretary, and he confessed that 
he was afraid there was some stall- 
ing going on. I asked him what 
he thought about: using the story 
without the letter and he said he 
thought it would be perfectly safe

Sparks is one of the most cu- 
rious figures in the plot. He, too, 
has had his financial troubles. In 
1988 he went through personal

ASEBALL fans probably 
would rally quickly to push 
the campaign for a Memorial 
Stadium if they could visualize 
the benefits that undoubtedly 
would accrue.

Second, 
the lower seats in the upper 
deck are not banked sufficient- 
ly and spectators in the balcony 
chairs obstruct the view. Third, 
it is .ntirely too difficult to get 
into park on a big day and it 
takes too long to get out after- 
ward. 

“That’s only part of the story,” 
our squawking customer con- 
tinued. “Bluntly the rest room 


facilities are disgraceful, so bad 
in fact that I am surprised the 
health department doesn’t do 
something about the situation, I 
really don’t know of any other 
business that could get away 
with such a shabby treatment of 
its customers.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 20 (AP). — 


‘If there’s safety in numbers—and ~ 


‘some of baseball’s best minds fig- 
ure that mere numerical strength 
‘may have an important bearing 
‘on the 1944 pennant races—you 
‘may be hearing a lot about the 
two Chicago clubs, the Cincinnati 
Reds and Washington Senators 
before the 1944 season ends. 

The way the “brains” reason the 
clubs controlling the greatest 
numbers of players will have the 
best chances of securing replace- 
ments when their regulars go 
marching off to the war. And 
judging from what's 
since last October, plenty of them 
will go.” 

Right now, the Cubs, with 36 
players on the active list, and the 
White Sox, with 35, are the best 
fixed. Washington, with 32 play- 
ers now available, expects to fill 
its roster to the limit of 40 men 
before spring training starts and 
the Reds plan four additions to 
the 30 row listed, 

As Washington's Clark Griffith 
pointed out, this year’s squads dif- 
fer from the usual spring train- 
ing groups in that they're com- 
posed largely of slowed-down vet- 
erans and untried rookies. Grif- 
fith plans to take some youngsters 
and quite a few boys from the 
Cuban League to camp and to put 
as many as possible on the active 
list early in the season in antic 
pation of losses to the armed 
forces. 

In prewar years most clubs 
filled their camps with the 40 men 
they are allowed under contraet, 
plus a lot of minor leaguers who 
came in for trials. Only a few 
could reach that top mark iast 
year and the totals ranged down 
to 23 men for the Phillies and 25 
for the Yankees. The Tigers now 
are down to 26 after losing forr 
regulars since the 1943 season 
ended and have no replacements 
for the departed players.

Act on Bills — One 
Likely in Favor of 
Ending Secret Votes. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 20.— 
The Legislative Department Com- 
mittee of the Constitutional Con- 
veftion is making marked prog- 
ress toward destroying the three 
principal evils in the Missouri 
Legislature, which have been re- 
sponsible for most of the bad leg- 
islation which has been enacted 
and for the defeat of much good 
legislation. . 

It voted rday to recom- 
mend a p ion for the proposed 
new nstitution under which it 
would be impossible for legisla- 
tive committees arbitrarily to re- 
fuse to take action on bills sub- 
mitted to them. It had under dis- 
cussion provisions that would pre- 
vent committee members from 
casting secret votes in commit- 
tees and that would reduce the 
size’ of committees. The discus- 
sion indicated that both would be 
approved. 

It seems definite that the com- 
mittee will not go the whole way 
and abolish secret committee 
meetings but that it will require 
that votes in committees be mat- 
ters of public record, 

Argument for Secrecy. 

Arguments of some delegates, 
principally Marshall E. Ford of 
Maryville and R. T. Wood of 
Springfield, were that, after com- 
mittees have granted public hear- 
ings, they should be permitted to 
conduct their discussions and do 
the actual work of framing leg- 
islation without the presence of 
lobbyists and pressure groups. 

Ford and Wood argued that, if 
the Constitution included a pro- 
vision requiring that all commit- 
tee sessiong be public, it would be 
evaded by committees or a ma- 
jority of the members holding pri- 
vate and unofficial meetings at 
which decisions would be made 
_— merely ratified at public meet- 


gs. 

The inefficiency of large com- 
mittees is recognized by all ob- 
servers of legislative proceedings. 
There have been times when the 
Appropriations and Highways com- 
mittees of the Missouri House of 
Representatives have had more 
than 50 members, or more than 
one-third of the total membership 
of the House. Mary committees 
_| have had from 20 to 30 members. 

ize of Committees, 

To meet this situation, Ford 
presented a suggestion that no 
Senate committee should have 
more than seven members, no 
House committee more than 15, 
and that no member of the Legis- 
lature should be a member of 
more than four committees.

ALL OF US WHO are on our feet a great deal of the day, 
should take extra precautions to rest our hearts and retard 
the onset of varicose veins. A dentist works under consider- 
able psychological strain, even though he relishes his work 
and doesn’t fully appreciate the tension until he relaxes in 
his easy chair that evening. Then the let-down may be so 
great that he can hardly pull himself together in order to go 
to his bedroom later in the evening to retire, Deftists should 
employ high stools as much ag possible. And they should give 
their hearts extra “vacations” during the day, even though 
these are in small doses. Emily Post might not approve of 
the following recommendation, but people should drop their 
feet on a footstool or hassock or even upon the desk or 


windowsill.

WHEN YOU ARE STANDING, your heart beat and 
blood pressure are higher than when you are sitting down. 
While lying in the horizontal plane, the pulse rate and blood 
pressure drop to their lowest point. By propping the feet up, 
we reach a half-way point between standing and lying down, 
for we are semi-reclining. This may save the heart 2 to 4 
beats per minute. It also relieves the blood vessels of the 
legs and thus helps retard varicose veins, Eliminate garters, 
too, and don’t lace your shoes tightly if you must stand on 
your feet a great deal. And shed your surplus fat by dieting. 
Urge your wives to give you a hassock for your birthday or at 
Christmas. It may add years to your life. If your heart saves 
only two beats per minute for the two hours in the evening when 
you sit in an easy chair with feet propped up, that means 240 
beats have been saved, This indicates an extra vacation of 
more than 3 full minutes for your heart.

IN UNTROUBLED SLEEP our blood pressure reaches its 
very lowest point. Our pulse also drops from 72 to 66 or even 
lower. That means a saving of 6 beats per minute, In 8 hours 
of slumber the heart is relieved of 2880 beats. Divided by 72, 
this means 40 minutes of complete rest for the heart each 
night. Not only does the heart thus beat lesg often, but each 
of those 66 beats per minute is against a blood pressure that 


may be 20 millimeters of mercury less than usual, In 8 hours, 


this pressure totals 633,600 millimeters or a resistance indicated 
by a column of mercury more than 1-3 of a mile high. Troubled 
sleep ds not as restful on the heart as dreamless sleep, so 
avoid gorging on indigestible foods just before retiring. Re 
duce other distractions, such as light and noise, undue cold or 
heat, plus mosquitoes and flies. Also avoid detective stories 
and radio thrillerg just before retiring. Eliminate chemical 
prods to the heart just at bedtime, as caffeine in tea, coffee 
or the cola soft drinks. If you are hungry, drink a glass 
of hot milk or indulge in a bowl of cereal or hot milk toast, 
but don’t gorge on rich foods and lobster midnight suppers. 
Then say your prayers, place your trust in God, and you'll 
drift off into deep, refreshing slumber, This is the formula 
for long life.

VERY family needs to serve 
E unrationad poultry and fish at 
least once during the week if

Unfortunately many mid- 
westerners have not had a chance 
to become accustomed to fish and 
as a result are not very enthusi- 
astic about it. For homemakers 
who have this problem, it is im- 
portant that they choose fish that 
is really fresh. When fresh, the 
flesi is firm, so firm that when 
with the finger it will 


spring back. If the fish is stale. 


the dent will remain. The eyes 
should be bright, full, not filmed, 
or sunken. The gills should be a 
reddish pink and the odor unmis- 
takably “fresh.” And once the 
fish is brought into the kitchen, 
it should be cleaned and cogked 
as promptly as convenient. If the 
family needs to be trained to like 
fish, a variety that is mild fla- 
vored and fine textured is best, 
Baking is a good method of pre- 
paring, being sure the fish is 
thoroughly cooked, served prompt- 
ly and as hot as possible. Luke- 
warm fish is not pleasing. Lemon 


‘or lime juice adds a pleasant fla- 


vor to fish, for most people, 
Baked Stuffed Fish. 

One whole white fish (about 
two pounds), two-thirds cup 
chopped celery, one tablespoon 
chopped onion, three tablespoons 
butter or margarine, three and 
one-half cups coarse fresh bread- 
crumbs, one-half teaspoon season- 
ing salt, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
three tablespoons water or milk. 

Scale and clean fish, removing 
fins, but leave head and tail on, 
Allow it to stand in a solution 
made of one part salt to eight 
parts cold water, for about five 
minutes, Drain fish thoroughly 
and sprinkle one and one-half 

ns salt in cavity. Saute 
ce and onion one and one-half 
tablespoons butter. Add sauteed 
vegetables to breadcrumbs. Mix 
in seasonings and water and put 
stuffing in the cavity. Use tooth- 
picks to hold edges together and 
lace around toothpicks with 
string. Rub skin with part of the 
remaining butter and bake on a 
shallow baking pan in a hot oven 
(500 degrees) for 10 minutes, re- 
duce heat to medium (350 de- 
grees) and bake about 15 minutes 
longer. Baste with butter once 
during baking. Untie string and

A Delicious Roast 


From ‘Inferior’ Cut 
By Arthur H. Deute 


UT from all this terrible 
waste which is a part of every 
war, the American home will 
retrieve a little something here 
and there. And one of these 
“somethings” will be a few plain, 
simple and reasonable facts that 
have to do with making use of in- 


 ferior and lowest priced cuts of 


meats—even bits of meat. Calling 
these cuts “inferior” is really an 
error. They are merely considered 
inferior by many Americans who 
do not know how to make use of 
them. There atill is too much of 
an idea that if a piece of meat 
cannot be fried in a moment or 
broiled in a jiffy into a juicy 
steak or chop there must be some- 
thing wrong with it, 

This is true, mainly, because so 
many of us don’t know the A B C’s 
of the cast iron kettle or the 
earthenware baking dish. For all 
practical purposes, I like the cast 
iron kettle best because it is not 
so apt to break into bits. And 
when the heavy lid is set into 
place there is a feeling of “Well, 
that’s that.” And then there is 
the iron spider which may or may 
not be placed in the bottom to 
prevent burning. Within the con- 
fines of that kettle, set inside a 
medium or slow oven, anything 
from a rather willful chicken to a 
piece of bear meat will sooner or 


later sing “I surrender, dear!” 
And while it is getting ready to 
give up it is producing, as a side- 
line, some of the grandest gravy 
in the world. 

Suppose now we make our dem- 
onstration: We go to our butcher, 
we say: “What's about a two- 

und or so piece of one of your 

ferior cuts of beef?” 


When you have landed this prize 
safely upon your kitchen table, 
wipe it clean and dry with a 
damp cloth. Dust it well with 
flour in which salt and pepper 
have been mixed. Now, in your 
iron pot place a few tablespoon- 
fuls of bacon drippings or oil. 
When hot add an onion sliced in 
bits and fry the onion brown. 
Then skim out the onion residue. 
Now put the beef into the pot and 
fry it a rich brown on all sides. 
Then pour in a can of tomato soup 
or a cup or two of canned to- 
mato. Cover the meat about half 
way up. Put the lid on the kettle 
and start the cooking over a low 
fire. If the liquid evaporates, add 
a little more tomato or hot water 
from time to time. 

Somewhére between two and 
five hours, depending upon the 
durability of the beast, you will 
come into the ownership of a nice 
tender bit of meat in the approved 
continental style,

NE of the things that I par- 
0 ticularly wanted to mention in 
relation to our Social] Secur- 
ity program is the fact that we 
have no nationwide social insur- 
ance measures to protect Amer- 
ican families ainst disabilities 
and sickness. e Social Security 
Board believes that health and 
medical care have an important 


place in any comprehensive and 


—— ‘program of social secur~ 


Tt is true that In the past half 
century we have raised thé stand- 
ard of physical well-being and ex- 
tended the average length of life, 
but that does not mean that there 
are not many parts of the coun- 
try where people have just as lit- 
tle chance of survival as they had 
50 years . This is especially 
true of rural areas and, of course, 
it is obvious that it is always 
truer among the poor than among 
the rich. 

It is significant to note that the 
genera) death rate + boys and 
men of working age has been 
found to be nearly twice ag high 
for unskilled laborers as for pro- 
fessional men, managers, proprie- 
tors and officials. 

The draft showed us our fail- 
ures where health is concerned. 
It seems to me that it also shows 
us that we needed unemployment 
insurance operated on a Federal 
basis, as well as public assistance 
grants which would be higher in 
the states with lower than aver- 
age per capita income. The rea- 
son for this is that the low in- 
come groups can neither afford 
medical care nor a proper diet. 
Nor can —* afford decent hous- 
ing and clothing. All of this con- 
tributes to lower health stand- 
ards. 

It may seem to some people that 
when a country is in a war, it 


should not assume greater social 
burdens. But unless one does as- 
sume them, the war will not seem 
to have brought many people much 
that is worth fighting for. 

I must say a few words about 
the meetings in New Brunswick, 
N. J., Monday night. The alumnae 
house of the New Jersey College 
for Women, where we dined, was 
the home of Mr. James Neilson. 
He left it to the college completely 
furnished, and it is a most delight- 
ful, homelike clubhouse. It can- 
not help but have a lasting influ- 
ence on the girls. The bond rally 
in the city was also very success- 
ful and I particularly enjoyed the 
music, The Coast Guard quartette 
sang.

Eyesight

fa, O YOU remember in the pre- 
D Pearl Harbor days the com- 

mon saying that all the Japa- 
nese were myopic and therefore 
could not compete.in marksman- 
ship with Americans and Euro- 
peans? That piece of misinforma- 
tion is now definitely a casualty 
of the awakening we are having 
as to the fighting qualities of our 
enemy. 

The anthropologists could have 
told us, indeed did tell us better, 
but apparently few listen to an- 
thropologists when a war jingo 
is shouting and beating his tom- 
tom on the street corner,

ONE FEATURE that deceived 
us and led us to our under 
estimation of the enemy ig the 
Mongoloid fold. This can be seen 
on the inner portion of the eye- 
lids next to the nose, The eyelids 
of the white races at this juncture 
come together in a sharp point. 
Between them a small red knob 
juts out — a papilla lacrymalis 
which helps to divert the tears 
into the tear duct. In the Mongo- 
loid races, on the other hand, the 
upper tyelid comes into the nose 
in a gentle curve covering the 
papilla lacrymalis entirely. This 
is the Mongoloid fold. It ig due to 
a thickened eyelid partly due to 
a larger amount of fat in the 
orbit than the white races have 
and partly to different muscle im- 
plantation. 

The American Indian has the 
game fold, and he was always 
supposed to be a pretty good shot. 

This fold, and the larger 
amount of fat in the orbit, causes 
a narrowing of the palpebral fis- 
sure in the Mongoloids—slit eyes. 
Measurements on different races 
show the average width ,of the 
palpebral fissure to be: Chinese, 
26.6 m; m.; Japanese, 28.9 m. m.; 
European, 30 m. m.; Greeks, 32.9 
m. m. This narrow slit also 
created the misapprehension of 
bad vision among the Japanese 
because it made the eyeball look 
flat.

THE HABIT of wearing glasses 
among thé Japanese is far more 
widespread than among Euro- 
peans and is ascribed to poor 
lighting coupled with much read- 
ing. Then the imitativeness of the 
Japanese plays a part—wearing 
glasses marks the individual as of 
a higher cultural level, Such ideas 
are not unknown among us. I 
have known many a young doctor 
to adopt a pair of window panes 
on graduation so he will look 
older and more intellectual. And 
then the European habit of the 
monocle is as close to pure affec- 
tation as one can get in this 
world. Nobody has one eye s0 
badly distorted that it needs a 
Tens, while the other is perfect. 
But the monocle gives decor! 

The fact is that Japanese eyes 
are just as good on the average 
as those of any other race. Vision 
is granted to all mankind as an 
equal birthright. Training makes 
some tribes or groups more visu- 
ally acute. 

Again, rumor had it that the 
Japs are relatively poor fighter- 
pilots because their habit of read- 
ing up and down has not exer- 
cised their peripheral fields of 
vision as much as in the white 
fighters who read across the page. 
But this is hearsay, and has not 
been scientifically tested. It would

Macaroni Ring With Chicken 
: Livers 


Two-thirds cup seasoned thick 
white’ sauce, one egg, separated; 
three ounces macaroni, cooked; 
one teaspoon chopped onion, one 
tablespoon chopped green pepper, 
one tablespoon chopped pimiento, 
one and one-half cups seasoned 
medium white sauce, one cup cel- 
ery, very finely diced; two hard- 
cooked eggs, peeled and sliced; 
one-half pound chicken livers, two 
—— margarine for saute- 
ng. 

All the cream sauce should be 
made at once, thinning part to be 
used for vegetables. Pour two- 
thirds cup hot thick sauce over 
beaten egg yolk; add macaroni, 
onion, green pepper, pimiento, mix 
well. Then fold in stiffly beaten 
egg white. Pack mixture into a 
four-cup greased ring mold, set 
in pan of hot water and bake at 
350 degr Fahrenheit for 30 min- 
utes. Combine one and one-half 
cups medium white sauce with 
the celery, cover, cook over boil- 
ing water for 10 minutes. Add 
eggs. Saute chicken livers in mar- 
garine until done; chop. Unmold 
macaroni ring on platter, fill with 
hot creamed mixture. Top with 
chicken livers. Serve immediately.

“I've lots 
of men acquaintances, but not one 
serious boy friend.” 


At 21, it isn’t just enough to be 
the star of your show, the Sonia 
Henie of roller skates. A gal needs 
some romance, too. But that’s 
what Gloria’s life is now—all work 
and practically no play. And when 
you consider that every step she 
takes on wheels means lifting six 
pounds—you can see that work- 
ing for Gloria is a good deal more 
than just looking pretty and keep- 
ing her balance on skates. 


It isn’t strange that Gloria, who 
was born Gloria Nordskog, and 
has Norwegian blood, should often 
be compared to Sonja Henle, 
Gloria even started out to be an 
ice skater, partly because she 
so greatly admired Henie, Both 
are blondes, with piquant, child- 
ish features, both small and trim 
of stature. * 


LORIA is a bona fide product 
(; of Hollywood. Born in Santa 

Monica, she was groomed from 
childhood by her mother for a 
career in the movies. She studied 
ballet, voice guiture and ice skat- 
ing. She. attended the school for 
movie children on the Warner lot. 
She was in the same classes with 
Judy Garland, Virginia Weidler, 
Jackie Cooper and. Bonita Gran- 
ville. She played in several movie 
shorts, but never did anything 
very exciting in the iflm world. 
Then Sid Graumann, owner of 
Graumann’s Chinese Theater in 
Hollywood, opened a de luxe roller- 
skating rink near the film lots. 
Roller skating became the rage of 
all the young things in filmdom. 


“T loved skating,” Gloria con- 
fides. “And to begin with, I was 
a better skater than anyone else 
in my crowd. So naturally, I en- 
joyed it. I began to do fancy 
steps, and try all sorts of things 
I had learned in ballet and on ice 
skates. People used to stand 
around and watch me. Pretty 
soon I was giving roller-skating 
exhibitions at Graumann’s rink, 
as well as other rinks throughout 
California.” 

She still kept up her ice skat- 
ing, however, and it was on ice 
skates that Harold Steinman, the 
backer of the roller-skating show, 
discovered her. 

About this time, Gloria starred 
in a roller-skating show given in 
Hollywood for the benefit of 
British War Relief, and Edward 
Smith, a Chicagoan who wanted 
to start a magazine about roller 
skating, asked her to go on a 
tour of rinks throughout the 
country in a promotion scheme

for his embryo publication. Wher- 
ever Gloria went, amateur skating 
contests were held, and many of 
the youngsters who won these 
contests now are in her skating 
show. 

“Three years after I first talked 
to Mr. Steinman about a roller 
skating show, he sent for me to 
come to New York—he had at last 
gathered enough talent together. 
I was the only skater who could 
dance on skates—so naturally, the 
show was built around me, Gae 
Foster planned most of our dance 
numbers. I would show Miss Fos- 
ter what I could do—then she 
would work out steps for the 
chorus from ideas I gave her. We 
started out by teaching an acro- 
batic dancer how to do her act on 
skates, a juggler how to skate, 
etc. It wasn’t long, though, until 
many professional dancers were 
learning to skate, and professional 
skaters learning to dance, and 
now our show is really ballet on 
rollers!” 

It is much more difficult, Gloria 
thinks, to dance on roller skates 
than on ice skates, “There aren't 
any teeth on the end of roller 
skates to help you stop when fou 
finish a jump or spin as there are 
on figure skates for ice. And four 
wheels are harder to maneuver 
than a single blade.” Gloria uses 
wooden wheels on her skates, and 
has a rubber tip at the toe of 
each shoe to help her stop sud- 
denly. The skates are made flex- 
ible by a rubber cushion set be- 
tween the wheels and the shoe. 
“I have only two pairs of skates, 
but I use only one in my shows. 
You see,” she explains, “the ad- 
justments of the skates are s0 
changeable, you really have to get 
used to skating all over again on 
a different pair. No manufacturer 


makes skates any more, and when 


our skates wear out, we just send 
them in to the factory where they 
put new wooden wheels on them. 
We have a lot of difficulty, too, 
with the floors in the different 
cities we stop in. An ideal floor 
for roller skating is very smooth— 
but not glassy like a night club 
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floor. We used to use a product 
called Masonite on the floors, but 
you can’t get that any more. Now 
we spread powdered pumice on 
the boards before each perform- 
ance—it helps to keep us from 
slipping.” 

Even with all these precautions, | 
however, Gloria has come close to 
catastrophe in her performances. 
“The beads which drop from our 
costumes, a bobby pin—a crack in 
the floor—anything like that will 
throw a skater off balance. In 
Cincinnati, I was just starting my 
solo number in a show when I 
looked down to find that the front 
wheels on one of my skates had 
fallen off. I had to skate back- 
wards off the floor on one skate. 
Then in Nashville, practicing, one 
of the boys in the chorus fell and

The 
king and ace covered, and East 
then cashed the ace and king of 
hearts, after which he made the 
good play of the club queen. Dum- 
my’s ace won, and the diamond ten 
was now led through East. The 
latter, realizing that if he failed 
to cover declarer probably would 
get a valuable discard, properly 
sacrificed his queen, and declarer 
ruffed. The ace and a low trump 
were now led, and the diamond 
seven was returned. At this junc- 
ture East undid all his good work; 
he doggedly covered with the eight. 
Declarer breathed a loud sigh of 
relief as he ruffed high, re-entered 
dummy with a trump (simulta- 
neously drawing West's last 
trump, and made two discards on 
the nine and six of diamonds. 

East’s covering of the diamond 
seven was as bad as his covering 
of the ten was good. Obviously, de- 
clarer could not have let the seven 
go through, because West would 
have ruffed.

Sweet Rolls 
Two cakes yeast, two cups milk, 


scalded; one-half cup sugar, two 

teaspoons salt, two eggs, well beat- 

en; seven cups flour, sifted; two- 

thirds cup melted and cooled 

shortening (half butter, half mar- 
ne.) 

Crumble yeast into mixing bowl. 
Add milk which hag been cooled 
to lukewarm (test by putting a 
drop on wrist). Add sugar, salt 
and eggs and about one-third of 


the flour. Beat well until batter 
drops from spoon in sheets. Beat 
in shortening, then work in re- 
maining flour until dough is easy 
to handle. Turn on lightly floured 
board and knead until smooth and 
elastic. Place dough in greased 
bowl, grease lightly on top, cover 
tightly and set in refrigerator 
from two to three hours. This 
dough may be kept three to four 
days. 
Remove dough from refrigera- 

tor and shape immediately into 


desired shape. Be sure to let rise 
in « slightly warm oven. Bake in 
hot oven ( degrees V.) 15 to 20 
minutes, depending on size of 
rolls. Remove from oven and 
brush lightly with white corn 
syrup thinned with very small 
amount of water.
